WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


government today banned the sale 
of new cars at inflated prices in 
the used car market 
and set 


dollars-and-cents ceiling prices on 
all used cars. 


The action wag announced by 


the Office of Price Stabilization 
(OPS). The new regulations are 
effective March 2. 


Bruce Morris, 
chief 
of 
the 


agency's automobile pricing divi- 
sion, said the move was designed 
to halt a "widespread" flow of 
new cars into the used car market 
and to prevent used cars from 
selling above new car pnces. 


Both practices occurred during 


the last war. 


Based on Guides 


The price schedule of used cars, 


under the ceiling, will be based on 
prices listed in guide books em- 
ployed by used car dealers as a 
yardstick of values. 


OPS listed the five standard 


books used in this connection and 
said that they will be recognized 
as the official source of dollars- 
and-cents prices for used auto- 
mobiles. 


Morris explained that since auto-, 


mobile prices at 
the 
manufac- 


turer's level were frozen on Dec. 
18, some dealers across the nation 
have been selling new cars in the 
used car market at prices above 
the retail list price. 


.Permits Increase 


Today's action states that not 


only must dealers use guide book 
prices as ceilings on used cars 
but that, in any,eases where guide 
book quotations on a used car are 
higher than the list price of the 
automobile when new, they must 
not charge more than the new car 
list price. 


The regulation permits an in- 


crease in the ceiling price equal 
to the used equipment price of 
such accessories as radio, heater 
or optional transmission equip- 
ment. 
The prices that can be 


imposed for such accessories also 
are specified in the official guide 
books.

WASHINGTON, (AP)—Federal

Taxes on corporate profits last 


year yielded only $9,936,726,082, a 
far cry from the $23,080,000,000 a 
year level now sought by the ad- 
ministration from that revenue 
source. 


The calendar 1950 figures were 


announced today in an Internal 
Revenue bureau report showing 
overall federal tax collections last 
year dropped more than $639,000,- 
000 below 1949. The 1950 total 
was $39,862,735,877. 


The cause of the overall decline 


was a slump in tax payments by 
corporations. 


Income taxes on corporations 


dropped more than $2,069,764,000, 
but individual income tax pay- 
ments—made out of current in- 
come—showed a gain of more 
than $184,000,000 over 1949. 


Miscellaneous tax 
collections, 


largely receipts from excise (sales) 
taxes, yielded $8,808,155,885,

'If We Get a Light Dew, We re Flooded,' 


Residents Complain 


What started out as a donnybrook between residents of West End 


and the city council Tuesday night ended peaceably enough—with West 
Enders convinced only a storm sewer system could solve a high water 
problem. 


The protest was an aftermath ot Sunday's rain and heavy thaw. 
"If we get a light dew, we're flooded," one of seven West End resi- 


dents told the council. They, asked'that drainage ditches on the West 
Side be widened and deepened to speed the flow of water away from 
their homes. 


"If we dig wider and deeper ditches," Commissioner Joseph Vaile 


replied, "it'll mean more water for the taxpayers below you. Besides 
some of the people out there don't want deep ditches in front of their 
homes. And if there's an accident, the city will be held liable," Vaile 
went on. 


West Enders agreed with Mayor 


J. Fred Hofmann—that only a 
drainage district could permanent- 
ly prevent nigh water during sud- 
den thaws or rains. 


Estimates Cost 


Mayor Hofmann estimated the 


cost of a drainage district at 
"$160,000 to $170,000." He added: 


"The cost will be on a special 


assessment basis, with all proper- 
ty owners from College avenue to 
the city limits and from the river 
a half mile into the country pay- 
ing for" the cost of the improve- 
ment." 


Mayor Hofmann offered to pay 


the cost of an engineer's report to 
West End citizens so they could 
decide whicn would be preferable 
—wider and deeper ditches or * 
drainage district.

quoted a report by the city en- 
gineer, C. K. Willett, that only a 
drainage district 
will prevent 


widespread flooding. 


Will Start Petition 


Mayor Hofmann also told West 


.Side representatives that the sig- 
natures' ot a majority of the prop- 
erty owners involved would be 
needed to start legai machinery 
moving toward a drainage dis- 
trict. The petitions will go through 
county court. 


West Endera said they would 


start collecting signatures imme- 
diately, and the council promised 
"all possible aid."

Sen. Jenner (R-Ind) said he 


was confused. If the guard isn't 
to be used, he asked, why "are they 
getting set to buy'equipment for 
10,000,000 men?" 


Four National Guard infantry 


divisions in the eastern, southern 
and northern states and two regi- 
mental combat teams were fed- 
eralized last month. In addition, 
there have been a large number 
of guard units of subdivision size 
called since the start of the Ko- 
rean war.

another artistic building. 


There also we four.d beautiful 
rooms, faultless in taste and tex- 
ture. A sunken garden of wide pro- 
portions was very lovely. Many 
blooming plants and shrubs were 
in full bloom. It was a perfect 
summer day. Mrs. Clark and Mrs. 
Walgreen snapped many interest- 
ing pictures. 


Again we were ushered into our 


cars for mori- sightseeing. It 
seemed to me we covered Havana 
pretty throughly. We taw all sides 
of life, homes of the poor and of 
these there are many.

and so much at home here. Many 
many holidays during the life of 
Charles Walgreen they visited Ha- 
vana and became much attached 
to it. There are many diversions, 
boating, fishing horseback nding, 
tennis and golf The best of all is 
the climate. We are wearing thin, 
summer dresses. The weather is 
perfect. We love the warm sun- 
shine.

The city boasts of 30 odd hotels,

In two-hand Canasta, the aver- 


age player makes or breaks him- 
self by the way he uses wild cards. 
This is best seen in my favorite 
version of two-bund Canasta— in 
which you draw two cards at each 
turn but discard only one card. 


You need two canastas to meld 


out in, this game, and you usually 
get four or five wild cards during 
the course of a hand. It stands 
to reason that you can afford to 
use only about two wild cards per 
canasta (even though the rules of 
the game allow you to use three 
wild cards in a canasta). If you 
use three wild cards in your first 
canasta, you may wind up with 
only one for the second canasta— 
and that may prevent you fro 
ever completing that vital second 
canasta. 


This is true, of course only in 


the general run of hands. Every 
once in a while you will find seven 
or eight wild cards in your hand. 
In such cases you can afford to 
use them more liberally. 
Easy 


come, easy go. Contrariwise, you 
will sometimes get only one or 
two wild cards during the entire 
hand: and then you must be very 
economical with them. 


One rule is a must. After you 


have made your initial meld, you 
must never use a wild card in any 
meld that contains only two or 
three natural cards. Such a meld 
may never become a canasta; you 
need four natural cards at the 


I 
very least. Hence it is very fool 
ish to put a wild card down on a 


meld unless that meld contains at 
east four natural cards. 


Another point that separates 


the winners from the losers is the 
question of holding up. The ideal 
time to meld is just before your 
opponent goes out. There's no ad- 
vantage in melding early, because 
that tells your opponent which 
melds you have and how many 
cards you have in each of them. 
Therefore you tend to hold a meld 
up as long as possible instead of 
putting it down on the table. 


The trouble with holding up a 


meld is that occasionally your op- 
ponent goes out and catches you 
with a tremendous number' of 
cards in your hand. Perhaps you 
had six natural cards in one rank 
and were waiting in the hope of 
completing a natural canasta. 
After your opponent goes out, you 
will wish you had put down your 
six natural cards with a wild card

Should you therefore follow a 


safety rule of melding a canasta 
as soon as possible?

During the past 50 years while 


pneumonia, tuberculosis and many 
other infectious disease* have been 
causing us less and less trouble 
the toll of illness and death from 
cancer has been gradually rising. 
This does not necessarily mean 
that cancer is really increasing. 
This disease is one which attacks 
during the middle and later years 
of life and since fewer people now- 
adays are killed off during youth 
by infections, more are living to 
the years when canrer is most 
likely to strike. 


What is cancer? Our bodies are 


made up of tiny cells of slightly 
different appearance under the 
microscope ana havng various 
functions: building bones, secret- 
ing stomach juices permitting 
muscular contractions and many 
others.

right these cells live with each 
other in harmony ami when one 
gets worn out t is replaced by a 
new one In cancer something 
goes wrong with this ordeny ar- 
rangement and growth of cells and 
in one place some of thr cell* start 
to divide like mad producing more 
cells than are needed and abnorm- 
al ones at that. The question which 
is still unanswered it why they do 
this and why It happens In tome 
people and not in others. 


Although there are many kinds 


of cells in the human body some 
of them are more likely to grow 
wild—caocar—than otben. Thit 


is why cancel is mow likely to 
start in certain organs than in 
others. 


Although thert are some diffear 


ences between men and women in 
this respect, the stomach region is 
one of the most important places 
for the start of a cant er. For this 
reason stomach symptoms should 
not be neglected but ptompt, and 
thorough studies should be made 
to catch cancer of the stomach 
during the early curable stage. 
VULNERABLE SPOTS 


The intestines below the stom- 


ach are almost equally important 
since many careers start along* 
this passageway. In women the 
breasts and womb or uterus are 
vulnerable, and in men canrer of 
the prostate is too oftei* a source 
of trouble. Cancer ran start in 
other places, such as the skin, 
bone, lungs, mouth, ar.j liver, but 
the places mentioned first account 
for more than half 01 .iU cancers.

ism the government uses persua 
sion instead of force. "However 
with no incentive to get ahead and

Killer of Fish, Says Expert 


p SPRINGFIELD, (AP)—It isn't 
the ice alone that's been drowning 
a record number of Illinois .lake 
and pond fish, a state expert says. 
It's the snow layer on top. 


Sam Parr, state fisheries divi- 


sion head who's been looking after 
fish for 18 years, predicts a record 
winter kill of underwater life by 
suffocation, particularly in north- 
em Illinois. 


He says there was a 20 inch 


,thick ice layer on lakes and ponds 
"in that area in the middle of 
February. It was there since late 
November and covered 
with a 


blanket of snow. 


Seals Sunlight 


Snow seals out the sunlight 


that makes underwater plants 
grow and produces oxygen for 
underwater life. 


Friends of wildlife who chop 


holes in the ice to allow fish to 
•jbreathe might as well save their 
• blows, Pair says. 
They're only 


letting the sun get a peep down 
below. 


Fish breathe by taking oxygen 


out of water passing through their 
gills. Most panfish—like crappies 
and bluegills — suffocate when 
there's less than three or four 
parts of oxygen to a million parts 
»f water. 


Bu'lheads are tougher. 
Parr 


says even when there's a "com- 
plete" winter kill there's always 
a few bullheads left. 


Plant oxygen production stops 


when the sun is blanked out by 
the snow-ice combination. More- 
over, the plants start dying and 
consume oxygen as they decay, 
leaving less and less for the fish. 


Shallow lakes with a heavy 


growth of 
submerged 
aquatic 


plants are particularly affected. 


Illinois has many of these. Pan- 


says, especially 
in northeastern 


Illinois and in the flood plain 
reservoirs and bottomlands of the 
Illinois and Mississippi rivers. 


Can Spread Soot! 


If sportsmen can't help the fish 


by chopping ice, what can they 
do? 


Parr recommends flooding the 


snow from ice over small ponds 
Flooding will not only get rid of 
the snow but make ice clearer 
for better sun penetration. 


One other experiment has been 


tried on large lakes. An airplane 
casts soot which melts the snow 
and usually melts through the ice. 
Parr says this method is very 
expensive. 


"Besides," he adds, "where are 


you going to get enough soot ?"

on what Illinois high school coaches think of the recent trend to- 
ward "control" basketball. 
Replies to questionnaires from 100 of 


the state's leading prep coaches indicated 
an overwhelming support for the control 
style game among the men who teach bas- 
ketball in Illinois prep schools. 


ACCORDING TO BRUNO, "The coaches 


seem united in taking a firm stand against 
any rule changes, and all make it clear 
that if it will help to win ball games— 
they will use the 'control' or any other 
style available." 


However, almost all of these coaches 


made it clear that "control" basketball is 
not synonymous with the "freeze" and 
stall type game. • 
IT IS THE LATTER, in games such as

though not now in sight. 


We were cocky before Korea— 


at least, we certainly were unpre- 
pared — thanks in part to the 
statements by some officials we 
could lick our weight in wildcats.

tirely on this country.

has started rolling a bit, but noth- 
ing like the flood it should reach 
a / year from now. 
True, there 


were weeks of shrill excitement 
wondering when pnce and wage 
controls would come. 


They finally came. Since this 


was expected, it hasn't caused 
gloom.

man has asked for much higher 
taxes, congress Is taking its time 
on that.
